Amett  Watson  stated  that  the  Continuum  of  Care  doesn't  address  shelters. 

Bennett  mentioned  that  he  has  been  having  a  dialogue  with  Mission  Rock  shelter  residents  and  would  like 
to  link  them  up  with  McKinney  funded  services.  David  Lee  stated  that  he  would  like  assistance  in 
developing  MOUs  with  agencies. 

Watson  stated  that  if  the  meeting  was  a  discussion  of  the  entire  shelter  system,  other  parties  needed  to  be 
present. 

Ken  Akinaka  stated  that  he  thought  that  meetings  would  rotate  to  community  sites  and  shelters. 

Lee  mentioned  that  a  daily  community  meeting  is  held  at  Mission  Rock. 

Uriah  Russell  suggested  a  community  fair  of  providers  to  link  with  clients.  Bennett  supported  a 
community  fair.

Lee  stated  that  his  preference  would  be  2  agencies  a  week  ,  rather  than  a  fair. 

George  Smith  stated  that  a  survey  is  needed  and  there  was  consensus  that  a  new  survey  should  be  taken. 


George  and  Michael  agreed  to  look  at  some  old  surveys  and  bring  them  back  to  the  group. 

Lee  mentioned  that  there  should  be  an  effort  to  register  homeless  people  to  vote. 

Akinaka  asked  for  dates  to  be  set  for  the  survey.
